was* INTERNAL SECURITY - C% Bureau file number 100-10589, in which the 
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7fi.th reference to KCP.CHIEN's dismissal, the March 30, 1942 edition 
of “THE CIO NEKS" had this to say; 


“The current labor-baiting campaign promoted by the traditional 
labor-baiters had its echo in the dismissal of our National FAECT Educational 
Director from his job on a Navy project. Scores of similar dismissals are 
recorded by various unions based on unsubstantiated statements of Congressman 
Dies over the past few years. This case is typical. 

“Ch Friday, March 20, ICRCHIEN was ordered dismissed from his 
position with a private contractor on orders of the Naval Intelligence. 

No charges were preferred against- him. There was no notice or hearing, and 
he never was interrogated. He was known on the project for his good work 
and his interest in expediting the project to completion, llhat little time 
he had after working a 64-hour-wcek was devoted to turning the efforts of 
the Educational Department to stimulating the technical men to greater 
interest and effort towards winning the war. 

■The only intimation of the reasons for his dismissal was a story 
in the Hearst Press. This quoted the innuendos and calumnies of a year 
ago against the FflECT. A late edition of the same paper claimed credit 
for his firing. * 

■Vlhen the cry was raised recently for the dismissal q^EETHEJRAC® 
as an avowed fascist, certain Navy Department officials delayed action.

As further set out in the abov e report that KCRCHIEN was ** 
supposed to be in business for himself and is occupying office space with some 
concern in a large office bui l di n g in the vicinity of 42nd Street and 
Iexington Avenue* KCRCHIEN would leave his room between 9:00 and 9:30 A.M* 
and would be gone all day, returning early in the evening. It was stated 
that while KCRCHIEN was without phone service in his room, he was mavw ^ 
effort to have a telephone installed so that ho could more conveniently 
transact his business. * 


It is further set out in the above report that KCRCHIEN had an 
office in the Graybar Building, 420 Lexington Avenue, New York City, but 
the room number was not known or the nature of the business he was conducting 
except that it was understood he was in business for himself as an architect. 

KCRCHJM’s name was listed on the General Building Directory of 
the Graybar Building on the main floor, which was followed by the Room 
No. 1858. It was noted that Room No. 1858 was occupied, according to the

RALPH CIARK, the Chief Clerk, informed that 
IRMA NELSON had opened an account with the bank on January 5, 1046 under 
the name of IRMA NELSON BERNAY. She gave as her residence, 33 Last 22nd 
Street, New York, New York. He stated that she opened an account with a 
check for $108 which closed her account with the Hamilton National Bank, 
Dupont Circle branch, Washington, D. C. It appeared, he stated, that the 
account in the Hamilton National Bank was carried under the name of BERNAY. 

- At the time of the opening of the account she also deposited a check in the 
amount of $410 drawn on the Susan Palmer Restaurant and two checks drawn 
on the American National Red Cross. One of these checks was in the amount 
of $353 and the other check was in the amount of $12.31* Mr. CLARK stated 
that the account is maintained in a high three figure balance, approximately 
$800, which is Just enough to carry it above the service charge. He stated 
that the account is not too active and that it is used for only small 
amounts.
